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Germany’s Labor Army 


German. Military Authorities Lay 


Stress on Value of Their 
Prisoners 

“Our growing labor army,” is the 
to 
their prisoners of war. According 
to a communique in the latest Ber- 
lin papers, Germany and her vassals 
between them now hold 3,575,000 
prisoners. For the first time the Ger- 
man military authorities lay stress on 
the supreme value of ‘their prisoners 
as man-power for industry and agri- 
culture. They are so tumerous, it is 
asserted, that they go far toward 
compensating Germany for the men 
she has had to withdraw from peace- 
ful pursuits for active military ser- 
vice. “The longer the war lasts,” the 
communique adds, “the more adapt- 
able these prisoners become to the 
work assigned them, and the more 
useful to us.” 

Huns have a majestit awe of big 
figures. Thus it is explained for 
their edification that the “labor 
army” in prisoner camps is numeri- 
cally greater than the whole male 
working-class population of Den- 
mark; Norway, and Sweden combin- 
ed, “and is equivalent to one-fifth 
the total number of working men in 
Germany before the war.” |

Western Canada School Lands Sell 
for $77 50 an Acre } 

High prices continue to mark. the| 
sales of school lands that are taking 
place in Western Canada. At De- 
lisle, Saskatchewan, one parcel sold 
for $77.50 ait acre. Forty-four other 
parcels out of 93 sold, Brought more 
than $30 an acre each. 

At a sale held at Strassburg, Sas- 
katchewan, 122 parce) were disposed 
of, 85 of them at prices ranging from 
$20 to $64 an acre. At Lumsden, Sas- 
katchewan, and Foremost, Alberta, 
sales have also been held and par- 
cels were sold at prices up to $50 
per acre. 

These are high prices for saw land 
in Western Canada. Most of the 
parcels were, however, purchased by 
residents of the respective districts, 
and knowing the producing power of 
the land, they consider they have 
good value. As a result of these 
sales, considerable uncultivated land 
will be prepared for next year’s crop.

German’ war experts are hopelessly at 
odds in trping to explain the present situ- 
ation on the western front. Twice each 
day General -Ludendorft’s communiques 
announce “ victorious’ repulses,’’ but. a 
glance at the map shows each successive 
location mentioned as the scene of fight- 
ing lies a few miles eastward.

Archibald Hurd, the Naval Expert, Says the Fundamental Facto 
In the Present Struggle is the Might of the Sea Power, 
, Which has Grip on the Enemy .-

The necessity of keeping an eye 
upon the importance Of sea power in 
the present conflict, despite the close 
attention claimed-by the land battles, 
is emphasized by Archibald Hurd, 
the naval expert, writing in the Daily 
Telegraph. 

“We have been apt during the re- 
cent offensives on the western front,” 
Mr. Hurd writes, “to overlook other 
aspects of the war, notably, the fun- 
damental factor, which is sea power. 


After a period of fifteen months, dur-| 


ing which our strength in ships has 
steadily declined, the downward ten- 
dency has now been definitely ar- 
rested. Not only is our sea power 
increasing, but our grip on the ene- 
my is firmer than at any previous 
period of the war. 


“Seven million tons of shipping 
enter or leave our ports monthly. 
Each ship is the target for enemy 


submarines, yet {here have been days 
in. the present week when the enemy 
has not secured a single ship. 
“Twelve months ago we were with 
difficulty maintaining one stream of 
traffic, namely, that which brought 
us food and raw material. Today 


supplies are flowing through this 
main artery in greater volume than 
a year ago. At the same time an- 


other stream of traffic has started and 
merchant shipping -has been made 
available for the greatest transport 
movement which has ever been car- 
ried out. 

“For three months past American 
troops have been coming across the 
Atlantic by tens of thousands, far 
faster than at one time was thought 
possible. That means that the bal- 
ance between the allies and the cen- 
tral- powers is being adjusted in favor 
of the former.” 


Canada’s Great Airman 
Best in the Game 


Major Bishop Has Record of 72 
Machines Brought Down , 


Major Bishop, Canada’s famous 
fighting airman, who has just re- 
turned to the front and added 25 vic- 
tories to his string, now heads the 
list of living aviators in number of 
machines brought down. His total is 
72, and is only excceded by the rec- 
ord of the late Baron von Richthof- 
en, Germany’s premier airman,~ who 
was credited with 80. 

It is indeed probable that Bishop's 
record is a much better one than the 
German's, the British system | of 
crediting an aerial victory being 
much more stringent than that of 
the enemy. :

England and America 


Hi8torical Prejudices Giving Way to 
a Better Understanding 


In this latest addition to the series 
of University of Chicago war papers, 
the author, Dr. Conyers Read, says 
that among the allies of the United 
States on the westeri front in 
France, England is regarded with 
least favor by the Americans of the 


middle west. This dislike of the Eng- 
lish he regards as especially unfor- 


tunate at the present time, when the 


Prosecution of the war demands the 


closest co-operation and sympathy 
etween the English and ourselves. 
The historical prejudice against 


England, however, he believes is for- 
tunately giving way to a better und- 
erstanding of the part England has 
j America. 
We must not forget the fundamental 
fact, he says, that during the forma- 
tive period of our national growth 
we were essentially English in lang- 
uage, laws, habits of thought, > and 
standards of right and wrong; and 
this has given our nation its charac- 
ter, which the revolution did not 
change, 

The author regards as of peculiar 
significance the fact that we. have 
lived next door to England in peace 
for over a hundred years, and that 
there has grown up between us a 
conception of international relation- 
ship different from the conceptions 
current in the Old World. We ac- 
cept this relationship witli her as 
one of our great national assets. 

England has a special claim upon 
our intelligemp understanding, Dr. 
Read asserts, because she is the 
great European exponent of our 
democratic ideals of government. It 
is hard for Americans to comprehend 
that popular government can find ex- 
pression in other forms besides that 
of a republic. .But the power that is 
nominally the English king’s “is re- 
ally exercised by a group of minis- 
ters who are nothing more than an 
executive committee of the English 
house of commoris. Nowhere in the 
world perhaps during the last ten 
years has the land-holding aristoc- 
racy suffered more ‘severely’ from 
hostile legislation than in England; 
and nowhere has recent legislation 
been more liberal in providing for 
the necessities of the poor and pre- 
venting the exploitation of the poor 
by the rich. t 4 

The best of reasons why  Ameri- 
ca and England should fight side by 
side in the war to make the worl 
safe for democracy is the fact. that 
English ideals of government are our 
ideals, and that England has quite as 
fair a claim as we have-to be num- 
bered among the great democracies 
of the world. ¢. 


Means German Defeat 


The Situation for the Allies Was 
More Critical a Year Ago 


The breakdown of the submarine 
campaign is. the factor which  dis< 
counts every success that the  Ger- 
mans have won in the field, for it 
makes possiblé a constant reinforce- 
ment of the allied armies from the 
Chormous resources in men and mat- 
erial of the United States. In that 
light the situation for the allies was 
more critical a year ago than it is 
today. Then the submarine was at 
the height of its successes, and it did 
seein feasible that it might prevent 
America putting forth its whole pow- 
er. All chance of any such result has 
gone, and from no possible source 
can the central powers hope to find 
the men to counter the constant 
growth in the armies of the allies. 
We have to look at what is happen- 
ing at sea as well as on land before 
we can get any true idea of the rel- 
ative position of the combatants.— 
Westminster Gazette.

The Imperial Authorities are Unani- 
‘mous in Verdict 


The following has -been received 
by the militia department from Sir 
‘Edward Kemp, minister: of- overseas 
military forces,of Canada: 

“The finest behaved soldiers that 
we have to deal with.” This is the 
reply of an imperial authority re- 
sponsible for the conduct of all sol- 
diers in, London, to the question, 

how do the Canadian soldiers con- 
duct themselves in London?” 

_Frgm time to time statements are 
circulated in Canada, which tend ‘to 
give the impression that all is- not 
well with our troops overseas. One 
time it takes the form of criticizing 
the pay corps; another time it is 
Argyll house; still another time it 
involves the behavior of the troops 
at the front, or in London, or else- 
where. They are always at variance 
with the fact, It is a strange coinci- 
dence that those who start such tales 
are usually men who have failed to 
make good, and who desire to pull 
the rest of the world down to their 
level, 

The imperial authorities are not 
only unanimous about the splendid 
conduct of the Canadian men, but pay 
equal homage to the ' administration 
of the Canadian overseas forces, “We 
could not ask for better, abler and 
Straightes. men to work with, The 
Canadian headquarters “do every- 
thing possible to assist us, and of 
course, we reciprocate, the results of 
co-operation working out most suc- 
cessfully.” : 

Regarding the conduct of the Can- 
adian troops in both England an 
France, it will be reassuring to know 
that the percentage of crime is-less 
than it is in the army in Canada, and 
than it was in towns in the Domin? 
ion before the War. 

A very senior British officer just 
returned from long service in France 
and now connected with the provost 
marshal’s staff in London, in reply

Russian Economic 
Life at a Standstill 


Chaotic .Cofidition. of Affairs as a 
Result of Bolsheviki Ideas 


William Martin, writing to the 
Swiss Journal de Geneve, gives the 
following gloomy picture of condi- 
tions,in Russia at the present mo- 
ment: . 

“Economic life has stopped com- 
pletely. The strike has become gen- 
eral. The few offices that help in the 
search for employment are directed 
by illiterate and dishonest workmen. 
Trotzky himself, at a recent confer- 
ence held in Moscow, said: ‘I am 
compelled to admit that the results 
obtained by the workmen are equal 
to nothing,’ 

“The officials of the old govern- 
ment agree to do hard work to. earn 
their living, Manufactured products 
are lacking because they are not be- 
ing manufactured; food provisions 
are lacking because the farmers are 
keeping their products for themsel- 
ves. In addition, the means of trans- 
portation are lacking, and the money, 
which is being concealed. 

“Nobody ¢éarries any money to the 
confiscated banks, which are slowly 
being emptied, In Moscow alone the 
banks have paid out  1,700,000,000 
rubles ‘(nominally $850,000,000) with- 
out receiving a single kopeck for in- 
vestment. The strikes and the con- 
tinual rise of prices are becoming 
complicated with each other, and as 
aresult a very great part of the 
population is going from the cities 
to the country. 

“The distribution of the land has 
been realized; but the organizations 
which were supposed to carry it out 
took no part in it; the distribution 
was performed in a simple. manner 
and by force. The boldest have taken 
the most, the Iess bold have taken 
less, but the majority have received 
nothing. This distribution of the 
land has not resulted as it was ex- 
pected in the supprctsion of private 
property, but in the cutting into ex- 
tremely small bits of the 
land. The disbanded army has re- 
turned to the interior and the  sol- 
diers have become brigands.”~

Then it 
é@tuck a gun against Russia’s head 
and robbed her of all her western 
provinces—knowing well enough that 
the outrage would provoke ussia’s 
hatred and make an implacable en- 
emy of her, even more strely than 
the seizure, of Alsace-Lorraine made 
an enemy of France for Bismarck, 
at least, he did not preface his setz-j 
wre with a shameless lie. Security, 
honor, mutual respect, a basis for en- 
during peace—all these . Germany 
could have had of Russia by simply 
reaching out its hand. It deliberate- 
ly chose conquest, dishonor, hatr-d 
—the seed of a new war.

Couch Grass 


Seeds of This Weed Greatly 
semble Those of Western 
Rye Grass 


Prof. S. A. Bedford, chairman 
Manitoba weeds commission, says: 

Numerous enquiries are coming to 
this office regarding the different 
varieties of couch grass and how 
best_to eradicate them, In Western 
Canada we have two varieties of 
couch grass, quack or twitch grass, 
and both are very injurious to farm

he native variety, western couch, 
(agropyron glaucum) has a_ decided 
grayish-green colored foliage. Al- 
though very troublesome when mat- 
ted in a field, this is not nearly so 
difficult to eradicate as the imported 
variety. 

The imported variety (agropyron 
repens) has  wide-spreading but 
shallow, fleshy root-stocks. If al- 

. lowed to remain for any length of 
time, these root-stocks form matted 
beds which choke out grain or fod- 
der crops. It flowers about the end 
of June and ripens its seeds in July. 
Owing to the fact that it is propa- 
gated both from seeds and from 
creeping root-stocks, it quickly gains 
possession of a field, once it is firmly 
established. The seeds of this weed 
greatly resemble those of western 
rye grass and very often it is found 
mixed with that variety and thus 
spread over clean farms. 

Although the two varieties of 
couch grass differ somewhat in their 
appearance, the same methods may 
be used for their eradication. Dur- 
ing the month of June the land 
should be plowed in one direction, 
say east and west, just sufficiently 
deep to get below the roots of the 
plants. et this: plowed land dry, 
then harrow and cultivate with a 
narrow-toothed cultivator until the 
land is level. Should many roots be 
brought to the surface, let them lie 
on the surface to die, or, better still, 
rake them off and burn. Then cross- 
plow north and south, using a amare, 
rolling coulter, if the sod is bad 
matted. After being allowed to dry 
out somewhat, the sods are then 
torn to pieces with a narrow-toothed 
cultivator, spring-tooth harrows, etc., 
and the roots brought to the surface 
to be dried out and possibly burned, 

If the season is an unusually wet 
one, and it is foynd impossible to 
destroy all the root-stocks in one 
scason, it is an excellent plan to 
plow the land again about May 15 
of the following year and immedi- 
ately sow to barley, using about 
sires veshels of seed per acre. This 

cavy secding, will produce such a 
xank growth of barley that any re- 
maining couch plants will be smoti- 
ered out.

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Alberta’s Bacon 
Production Grows 


Will Be 25 Per Cent, Increase This 
Year, According to Estimates 

A 25 per cent. increase in Alberta's 
bacon production this year is looked 
for by government live stock officials, 
Commissioner W. F. Stevens reports 
that the campaign has shaped up 
most satisfactorily, and the prospect 
for more pork and bacon products is 
regarded as distinctly good. There 
is a smaller percentage of losses 
among the young pigs this spring 
than for the last three years, and it 
is now pretty well assured that the 
population of native | Aeaed all over 
the province will be multiplied in 
about the proportions hoped for 
when the increased production cam- 
paign was started. Farmers and 
stockmen in general have responded 
to the appeal willingly and wale 
ly and things are running wel in 
pigdom. 

From the activities of the govern- 
ment department alone some 3, 
bacon-makers will be added to the 
list this year, according to Mr. 
Stevens. About 400 breeding .sows 
were-placed with farmers through 
the agency of the live stock branch, ! 
and these will average something ov- 
er seven pigs each. Reports coming 
in from all sections of the province 
indicate that the young stock is tak- 
ing a firm hold on life, as if intent 
to keep up the supply of bacon_over- 
seas, and the proportion of casualties 
on the pig farms since the beginning 
of April fas been considerably smal- 
ler than usual. Each animal will pro- 
duce about 200 pounds of bacon in 
eight months’ time, and some will be 
sent to market in six months. : Be- 
sides the stimulus given to bacon 
production through the  govern- 
ment’s campaign, there has been an 
indirect gain through the increased 
operations of individual farmers and 
stock growers.

Comparisons made by experts be- 
tween the Germans’ Whitsuntide raid 
on London and the British daylight 
raid on Cologne, are distinctly to the 
advantage of the British.” There are 
certain characteristics of the raid on 
Cologne which The New.

Keeping the Weeds Down 


Manitoba’s Fight Against Noxious 
Weeds Gaining Ground 


Has Manitoba really checked the 
spread of noxious weeds within its 
boundaries? 

Those connected with the noxious 
weeds commission are of the firm 
conviction that this result has been 
achieved, and that Manitoba has 

assed the turning point in the nox- 
ous weed plague, and from this time 
on there will be seen a gradual elim- 
ination from the province of the sow 
thistle and other weeds that have laid 
waste thousands ‘of acres of land and 
practically destroyed, year after year, 
thousands of acres of crop. 

Their optimism is based on reports 
received from hundreds of farmers; 
from their own inspectors, and from 
inspectors who are attached to land 
companies both in Canada and the 
United States owning many acres 
in this province. 

All are agreed that a great im- 
provement is to be seen, especially 
in the Red River valley. This has 
been brought about by the vigorous 
and judicial enforcement during the 
Past three years ofthe Manitoba 
Noxious Weed Act, and farmers that 
know are unanimous in the opinion 


that at last the government has]. 


adopted the right plan in teaching 
and assisting those whose farms are 
affected, the best methods of culti- 
vating land to kill the weeds. 

_ There are 110 rural municipalities 
in Manitoba, and there are 133 weed 
inspectors working full time from 
May 15 to October 15,~ each year. 
Their duties are to inspect each and 
every farm in every municipality, 
instruct the farmers on what is re- 
quired by the weeds act, to~ teach 
them the best methods of eradicat- 
ing the different kinds .of weeds 
found, and to pay particular atten- 
tion that the correct methods of cul- 
tivation are adopted in summer- 
fallowing for the purpose of weed 
killings. These inspectors also re- 
port to the department how many 
acres each farmer has in crop, the 
manner of cultivation and the kind of 
weeds found and how they have been 
handled. 

It has been found that practically 
not a municipality in the provitice is 
entirely free from noxious weeds, 
and many. farms have been found to 
contain small patches of sow thistle 
when the farmer was not aware that 
such existed. Prompt measures have 
been taken in every such case to 
eradicate those weeds, and the_work 
was light as compared to what would 
have been needed by a year or two 
had~ the weed been allowed to 
spread. i 

“The work is only well under 
way,” said a member of the weeds 
commission. “We are satisfied that 
we are working in the right direction 
and we know that we are getting re- 
sults. There is much to be done, and 
there are manY years of strenuous 
work ahead before we can feel that 
we have finally conquered this ex- 
pensive pest, but we are making pro- 
gress. es, there are still lots of 
weeds and thousands of acres lying 
idle on their account, but today there 
are more clean fields to be seen than 
during the past 15 years.”

Thirty-seven Years 
Of Prohibition

Question Is No Longer a Matter of 
Discussion in Kansas 


_May 1 was the thirty-seventh an- 
niversary of the adoption oi prohi- 
bition in the state of Kansas and an 
nteresting recital of the history ~of 
these 37 agi was printed in the 
New_York Tribune; which caused 
the Kansas City Star to outline the 
prevailing opinion in its home state 
on this question which has of late 
years commanded almost universal 
attention, Prohibition has becéome™so 
thoroughly established in the life of 


the state that Kansas people pay lit- ° 


tle heed to the number of years. it 
has been in effect. - 

Prohibition, says The Star, is 

longer a matter of discussion in 
Kansas. There was a time when an 
argument as to the merits of the law 
could be started almost anywhere, on 
the train, in the hotel lobby, in 
store, office or even in the homes. 
For many years there always was 
someone to take up the question on 
behalf of booze. But that day has 
Passed. One could get just as far 
with an argument that typhoid fever 
is a good thing for a community as 
e could with an argument that the 
saloon should be brought back into 
the state. 
_ Every time prohibition is made an 
issue in some other state, the saloon 
interests print circulars and posters 
to point out the havoc prohibition 
has wrought in Kansas, but Kansas 
does not even know that it is under 
discussion, not to mention its ignor- 
ance of the “ruination” wrought by 
prohibition, 

As a matter of fact, says The Star, 
there never has been a day in the 
thirty-seven years of p hibition in 
which Kansas was inclinéd to go 
back to the saloon. The overwhelm- 
ing sentiment of the state has been 
on the side of prohibition at 
times. The people were too patient 
for many years with lax methods of 
law enforcement, and allowed the 
politicians to “play the game” in or- 
der to get the “wet” vote. But 
when the people spoke, the joints 
were closed. 

One of the early forms of politi- 
cal entertainment in Kansas was the 
movement in every campaign to re- 
submit the question, The joint- 
keepers and the brewers would hold 
conferences to “formulate plans” and 
to “take steps.” They would employ 
“smooth politicians’ to make the 
ater ge for them. There would be 
mu whispering” among the initi- 
ated as to how the movement was. 
“coming on” and then— 

When the candidates for the legis- 
lature made their campaign among 
the people they would be asked this 
one question: “How do you stand 
resubmission?”’. The man who tri 
to sidestep the question would be 
defeated. It is doubtful if the 
submissionists ever mustered as 
twenty votes in any session of the 
legislature. .
